Harbin, Manchuria. Oct. H7.—Prince

there was Uio grotitdet 
confusion. 


Many of the crowd rushed invuy In 
fear, while others crowded upon thu 
platform In spite of the olllcluls to 
drive them buck. 


Before tho sound of the shooting 


had.died away Prlnue Ito toppled over 
and fell to the platform unconscious. 
Doctors ware huntlly summoned. Wlion 
they made an examination they found 
that thrco bullets had penetrated tho 
prince's abdomen and they declared 
that .there n-ns absolutely no hope of 
saving his life. They advised against 
moving him and twenty mlnutcH later, 
without regaining consciousness, the 
p'rlncb died. 
* Meanwhile tho police present made 
n rand rush nt the man who hud done 
the tiring. They had no diniculty In 
Hotting him, for after doing thu shoot- 
lug he made no attempt to escape, 
but, with the still smoking weapon In 
his hand, stood culmly wnltliiK to he 
ttrrdttcd. "Two other rnon who wore 
with him stood mildly besldu him 
until the police also took thorn Into 
tustody. When the police seized thu 
assassin he exclaimed that he had 
come to Itnrh'ln from Karen for the 
express purpose of killing Prlnco Ito, 
because while the prince was resident 
general In Korea he had canned tho 
execution of several of the assassin's 
relatives.

, Neither the assassin nor his com- 
panions bntrnyed the leant excitement.
